There is this about fire, when it is 
loose you cannot whistle it back

DISEASES OF THE SKIN 


By Dr. B. S. Herben 

Some skins are born with diseases. 
Others achieve diseases. and. some 
have diseases “thrust through them.” 

Ay “mole and a birthmark” might 
serve as‘illustrations of the “diseases” 
with: which a skin-can be born. Acne, 
boils, ‘erysipelas might represent the 
diseases which a skin may achieve. 
But by “diseases thrust through the 
skin” we should mean general system- 
ie diseases, which have “skin symp- 
Measles and scarlet fever are 
Syphilis 
also mignt be nientioned as a type of 
this sort of disease, as it is a common 
cause of “skin trouble.” : 

Disturbance of the skin may be 
caused by infection with bacteria or 
by parasites like ring worm, by the 
itch mite, or by the bites of insects. 
A circulatory disorder such as vari- 
eose veins may cause ulceration of 
the skin. Some people are susceptible 
to vegetable substances and easily get 


poison ivy irritation. Chemicals irri- 
tate some skins, drugs and even fruit 
juices or certain foods may harm 
other peculiarly sensitive people. 
Some skin diseases attack people of 
any age and others limit themselves 
to well defined groups. For instance, 
ringworm may attack those under pu- 
berty but seldom those above that 
age, Tuberculosis of the skin is not

Vari- 
cose ulcers and cancer of the skin are 
of course found not in the young but 
in the older people. Sex, race, and oc- 
cupation also play their part in caus- 
ing skin diseases. 

Any skin disease, even so simple a 
one as acne, or the one manifested by 
excessive perspiration. of a disagree- 
able odor, should be tr&ated properly 
and without delay. Often an -obsti- 
nately chronic skin condition.may be 
avoidéd by early correct treatment by 
a physician whose specialty is skin 
disease. : : ; 

‘Proper living conditions with good 
food, fresh air, and daily bathing. with 
non-irritating. soap, -daily complete 


.{ elimination. of waste. matter and ‘all 
these well known “matters of - hy-| bo: 


-giene”: are essential to the general 
health; and good géneral’ health » is 
necessary if otie would. keep a healthy 
skin or obtainone.: .°- 

As to “cosmetics,” it should be said 
that the best one is made of warm 


water, soap and elbow grease, fol- 
lowed by plain cold water. ‘Rouge of 
reliable variety, used in moderation is 
not harmfnl to the skin although it 
may be hurtful to an artistic eye. Cold 
cream for an excessively dry skin is 
not harmful but useful in preventing 
roughness and “scaling.” Too greasy 
a skin needs plenty of soap and water. 
The hair should be kept clean. 

Special instructions for the care of 
the. skin, should be given by one’s own 
doctor who knows all the conditions 
under which the individual lives and 
against which he or she must fight. 
Skin. diseases should nut be treated by 
“beauty specialists” but by the physi- 
cian. 


BABY’S FOOD AND HOT WEATHER 


August, the month of hot days and 
hot nights is upon us, the month 
when mothers of bottle-fed babies 
have to be more than ever on guard. 
It is during August ‘especially that 
attacks of diarrhea are likely to occur 
Diarrhea if allowed to run on may be 
very serious. Bottle-fed babies, ac- 
cording to Hygeia, the health maga- 
zine of the American Medical Associ- 
ation, are more susceptible to diarrhea 
than breast fed babies. 

Especial care must be taken of 
bottles at this time, Bottles should be 
rinsed out immediately after use. 
When washed they should be washed. 
thoroughly with hot soapy water, 
and scalded thoroughly. The milk 
for baby should be kept’ very cold, 
on ice preferably, until the time it is 
to be used. Pasteurized milk is bet- 
ter than raw or condensed milk. 

The baby should have pienty of 
cool water, not ice water. During 
the summer montha it is better that 
his water should be boiled, then cool- 
ed. A gallon or more may be pre- 
‘pared at one time, then the water 
container should be tightly covered, 
the water cooled and kept cool till 
used. Mosquitoes ‘and flies should 
be kept away from him and hia food.

AU SABLE WORKS LIKE A MAN

sand trail offers the way to go. 

Out of Mio and as far as Luzerne 
there is farming country and a, gravel 
road, fLere there are broad views of 
the Au Sable valley. The -river is 
hedged by forested hills, On the hills 
are many shades of green—the medi- 
um green of the hardwoods, the light 
green of the popple, and the dark 
green of the pines, How many. shades 
of green are there? A color expert 
would find here a splendid field of 
research on that question. 

Trunk line 33 skirts the Big Creek 
state forest, and the sand trail lead- 
ing to Mio plunges into it. State 
forest or no state forest, the country 
is much the same all the way to Gray- 
ling—thickets of Jack pine, clumps 
of tall, straight Norways, cedars and 
balsams in the low places, popple, 
scrub oak, baby maple, on the plains 
and under the big pines. 

The road dips down a sharp hill 
and crosses the south branch of _ the 
Au Sable. The stream comes out 
from a tangle of spruces, cedars, bal- 
sams, pines and other growth; __ its 


clear waters gurgle under the bridge; 
they sweep in around another wild- 
woud bend beyond. No -forest-stream 
homes are in sight, but an exploration 
along the bank will disclose them, 

That stream presents rare entice- 
ment. No wonder. it draws its lovers 
from the near and far. 

The road rises again aboye the 
bridge and there are more miles of 
second growth country, patches of 
pine, wild flowers, strawberries, and 
so on into Grayling. On M-14, the 
middle branch of the Au Sable is 
passed as it comes gurgling from do- 
ing a little chore at the Salling-Han- 
son sawmill, one of the last big mills 
left in the lower peninsula. Again it 
is passed on the road to the Hanson 
military reservation on Margrethe 
lake. 


Road Log 

Mio to Luzerne, about eight miles, 
M-38, gravel. 

Luzerne to Grayling, about 30 
miles, sand trail. Fair. 

Mio to Roscommon, about 27 miles. 
M-33—gravel and unimproved. 

Roscommon to Grayling, M-14, 17 
miles. Gravel, 

Going by the sand trail saves about 
six miles in distance, but effects no 
saving in time, as the sand trai) must 
be traveled much slower than the 
gravel. 


Almost Vanished 

Grayling takes its name from the 
famous game fish which once populat- 
ed the Au Sable and most of the 
streams of the northern part of the 
lower peninsula, Once the grayling 
were so numerous that O. W. Hanson, 
manager of the Hanson interests at 
Grayling, tells of catches of 50 and 60 
inaday. The shy, swift, elusive fish 
was gamey toa, and put up a tremen- 
dous battle before it would let itself 
be brought to net, 

Now the grayling is gone from the 
streams. It is not quite extinct, as it 
is noted forms contemporary, the pas- 
senger pigeon, but it is practically so, 
In the Grayling trout hatchery are 
treasured. 14 live graylings. They hide 
even in the ponds, but quiet, patient 
watching will afford glimpses of them 
darting from the cover of another. 

Curios they are now—curios of a

What became of the grayling? 

Were they fished out? Were they 
decimated by disease? Were they 
warred upon and eaten by alien fish 
planted in Michigan streams, includ- 
ing the rainbow and the German 
brown trout? 
- No one has yet given a conclusive 
answer. But it is a fact that the 
grayling are gone and that the trout 
in the AuSable and its neighboring 
streams are all the descendants of the 
now naturalized aliens.
